, Birds’ hands do not look like 
ours, nor are they actually 
called by that word; nevertheless, 
there are three of them: two 
alike, and an odd one. The pair 
go by the name feet; the odd 
one is known as a bill or a beak; 
and they are all wonderful sub- 
stitutes for hands. 7 

An osprey or fish hawk dives 
feet’ first into water ang catches 
fish in strong talons which are 
used as fingers, but are much 
better at holding slippery fish. 
The soles of its pale blue feet 
have a rough covering, and the 
claws are long and well curved: 
The fish is held in a manner 
umusual for birds: two toes turn 
forwards, two backwards. With 
their powerful feet other hawks 
ang the owls hold down small 
birds or mice and tear them to 
pleces with their hooked beaks. 
+ Every bill is in two sections: 
an upper,-ang a lower which fs 
movable like our own lower jaw. 
All are tough, with sharp edges. 
But they are of different. types, 
depending upon the use to which 
they are put, and are of various 
sizes; yet all are made to be 
employed like hands. The. two 
sections, or “mandibles’ ay they 
are called, are ordinarily about 
the same’ length, or the upper 
slightly, longer than the. lower. 
However, the skimmer hes a 
longer lower section, because it 
files close to the water, appar- 
ently “skimming” small fish off 


A merganser’s long bill is fitted 
with -tooth-like affairs for hold- 
ing in the fish. A kingfisher’s 
beak is unusually capacious for 
the same reason, The nighthawk 
and swallows have short, flat, 
wide bills to grab fying insects 
In the air, Species that belong to 
the group known as flycatchers 
have bristles or “whiskers” at the 
comers of their mouths to pre- 
vent Insects from escaping.

Reports of Bacteriological 
Warfare Committedby U.S. 
Featured at Peking Talks

You may remember that the Chinese delegation at the Red 
Cross General Assembly which took place in Toronto recently made 
the devil's own fuss about bacteriological warfare in Korea. They 
even bfought all sorts of documents with them to:prove that Am- 
erican troops had used bacteriological weapons against the civil- 
isn population in Korea and Manchuria. : 

No doubt about it, this question got a thorough going-over at 
the Peking peace conference. Every speaker made one or two ref- 
erences to it and many of them launched forth Into the most vio- 
lent denunciations, 

As for the atrocities which American soldiers are supposed to 
have committed, the Chinese distributed to the delegates a report 
prepared by an international scientific commission made up of six 
reports.

A REPORT NO ONE HAS READ 

The main body of the report covers 60 pages but there are 
numerous appendices In addition. I had taken the trouble to read 
and study the report prepared by the International Association of 
‘Democratic Jurists and I took the trouble to study this report in 
great detail. I was probably the only delegate to. do so. After- 
wards, I questioned many of the delegates but not one of them 
had read a page of it. : 

I must admit that before reading the report I was almost con- 
vinced of the validity of the charges made by the Chinese. I had 
heard them repeated with such force and conviction and I had vis- 
ited the exhibit of parachutes, bombs, files, rats and mice which 
had been dropped over Manchuria and Korea by American filers. 
And I wasn't far from believing that it all contained at least a grain 
of truth. Therefore, when I began reading the report, I was fav- 
orably disposed towards it. When I got to the last line, I was 
less convinced than ever, 

The report is based on hearsay evidence, furnished solely by 
North Korean and Chinese authorities on extremely suspect pre- 
mises. Here’s a sample. It indicates the weakness, if not the 
ridiculousness of the proofs which these experts expect us to ac- 
cept. 

“Two lieutenants of, the voluntary Chinese forces in Kores 
found a dense concentration of fleas on a treeless hillock near Hal- 
Yang. The fleas were grouped in such a manner as to suggest 
that they had been: sown by a container which had fallen slowly 
from a northwesterly direction. But they could not find any sign of 
the container. Surprised at the density of the concentration which 
darkened the earth and blackened their overcoats, the two young 
men, who were later called by the commission to testify, went 
back to thelr base and brought reinforcements to destroy the fleas 
by lighting a fire with pine branches and gasoline. In this case, 
the soldiers were protected In several ways and their prompt ac-

| Workers Return 


‘To Their Jobs 
At Chalk River 


CHALK RIVER, ( Ont. (CP)— 
Workers return to their jobs today 
at Canada’s atomic energy plant! 
here, three days after excessive 
Tadiation forced their evacuation, 

Dr, David A. Keys, chairman of 
the project co-ordinating commit- 
tee, said Sunday that all employees 
could return following a weck-end 
clean-up of radiation whith leaked 
through a pin-point hole in the big 
atomic pile. 

The radioactive particles es- 
caped up the 200-foot-high stack 
which carries off radiation, but 
they were held close by a heavy 
overcast and a downdraft of air 
carried them down on the site of! 
the $40,000,000 plant, 140 miles 
northwest of Ottawa. 

Dr. C. J. Mackenzie, president 
of the crown-owned Atomic Energy | 
of Canada, said the atomic reactor, 
source of the radiation, may be out 
of operation for some time. Con- 
sidered the most efficient heavy 
water reactor in the world, it is 
a vat-like structure M fect high 
and M feet in diameter encased 
in lead with concrete walls seven 
feet thick. 

Dr, Keys said none of the work- 
ers—about 350—was in any physical 
danger Friday, but they were 
evacuated when 100 alarm sirens 
warned that automatic instruments 
had found an over-concentration of 
radiation. 

The chief worry, he said, was 
that employees might” spread the 
radio active particles to some of 
the delicate scientific instruments. 

Decontamination squads cleaned 
up the area during the week-end, 
scrubbing exposed areas: Contami- 
nated materials were put in safe

| since. 
|__ Whitehaired and peppery at 77, 
Smith is one of the remaining mem- 
bers of that fabulous breed of im- 
migrant boys who struck it rich 
in the US. 

It's a good idea not to ask him 
when he got into the movie busin- 
ess, He'll reply: ‘There wasn’t 
any movie business when I started 
making movies.’’ 

That was in 1896. Smith had 
come to the U.S. from his native 

in 1888 at the age of 13. 
He became interested in show bus- 
iness and hooked up with Stuart 
Blackton in a Lyceum circuit that 
sent out lecturers and entertainers. 

They were attracted by Thomas 
Edison's new motion picture gad- 
get. With Blackton as the artist 
and Smith as the mechanical mind, 
they formed the Vitagraph Com- 
pany. It became one of the biggest 
names in the movie’ business. 

‘In 1925, Smith sold vitagraph to 
Warner Brothers and retired at the 
age of 50. Why did he sell out?"’ 

“The company was not doing 
well,” he replied. “It was an en- 
terprise ‘with 80 offices in this 
country, 20 in England and others 
all over the world. All the burden 
was on my shoulders. 

“Also, I had a consultation with 
several doctors, including one I 
had grown up with. He sald if 1 
quit work I might live as long as’ 
my father, who died at 98. But if 
I didn't, he said he wouldn't be 
Tesponsible. I had been working 
since I*was 11, so I decided to 
stop and enjoy life.” 

Unlike many. men who have led 
strenuous lives, Smith had no 
trouble adjusting to retirement. 
The sale left him: well-fixed. 

“Y've pever beer bored,” he 
commented. “I've got so many hob- 
bles that I don’t have the time for 
all of them.” 

He remained out.of:the limelight 
until 188, when the Motion Picture 
Academy honored. him {for his 
|pioncer work in ‘the industry. -
